Why Read 


This first Bulletin of the year brings 
you the Tenth Annual Convention in 
review. Although it was the largest con- 
vention to date, even so only about 3 per 
cent of our members were present. There- 
fore, it is hoped that the other 97 per 
cent will be interested enough to read 
the reports of national officers and of 
our standing committees. None of us 
would like to have you skip our reports 
because each piece of delegated work 
needs the understanding and intelligent 
cooperation of our entire membership. 


Improvement a Cooperative Undertaking 


‘Speaking of intelligent cooperation, 
Delta Kappa Gamma is so organized 
that each member may participate in 
planning and carrying out its various 
undertakings. Unless the local chapters 
are large, each person is a member of 
some standing committee which has defi- 
nite local and national responsibility. 
Each member has a part in determining 
the plans and policies of the organiza- 
tion and it is very important to capi- 
talize all the fine ideas of individual 
members. The organization is so large, 
however, that it is necessary that the 
suggestions for changes and improve- 
ments come through regular channels. 
For instance, if you think of things that 
should be done to further the work dele- 
gated to any of our standing commit- 
tees, please pass it on to the respective 
committee. If it pertains to something 
for which there is not a committee re- 
sponsible, then discuss it with your 
chapter members and president; if that 
group thinks well of it, then pass it on 
to your state group; if it meets with 
the approval of your state organization 
and has significance for the national 
group, your state president should bring 
it before the National Executive Board 
for action. If it is a constitutional 
amendment it should, of course, take the 
route outlined in the Constitution for 
amendments. In other words, please 
continue to send me your fine sugges- 
tions for improvement, but also share 
them with others, and utilize the means 
provided for ascertaining the wishes and 
will of the majority. 


Many Heads Make Fast Work 


The reference to committees reminds 
me to request that each committee mem- 
ber—whether chapter, state or national

—review the Constitution to be sure that 
she is aware of the responsibilities dele- 
gated to her committee; that the local, 
state and national committees coordi- 
nate their work so that each National 
Committee’s report can incorporate the 
significant activities of all. You will 
find that the National Executive Board 
ruled at this last convention that all 
committee reports are to be written; 
that the chapter committee reports are 
to be made in triplicate—one being filed, 
one sent to the respective state chairman 
and one to her national chairman. For 
example, our national program of study 
can become a reality only through the 
cooperative effort of every chapter and 
state program committee. 


Studying Together 


Last year’s yearbooks and reports in- 


dicated that most of the chapters co- 
operated in the national program adopted 
for study. “Unjust Discriminations” is 


the very timely subject the National Pro- 
gram Committee selected for intensive 
study this year. An examination of data 
now available indicates that there are 
many types of discrimination being prac- 
ticed that are not only affecting women, 
but are affecting the efficiency of our 
educational system. The exact nature 
and extent of most of these discrimina- 
tions, however, have never been pub- 
lished. We need to know what dis- 
criminations are preventing the equality 
of educational opportunities for children 
—especially the younger children, rural 
children, children from underprivileged 
areas and states, children with a foreign 
background and children who are not 
born white—and how each of these dis- 
criminations is not only affecting those 
children, but has a direct bearing on 
the future of our democratic society. 
Most of all we need to take stock of 
what has happened to the status of wom- 
an in general, especially women teachers, 
during the very decade which has given 
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Delta Kappa Gamma life. We must not 
only ferret out the facts in each local 
system but dig deeper for the causes, 
recognizing that some of them lie in our 
lack of training, avoidance of responsi- 
bility, and lack of faith in the ability and 
leadership of our own sex. We must 
not only find the causes but strive, with 
the cooperation of other organized 
groups, to reduce and finally eliminate 
those conditions and beliefs that are 
standing in the way of development of 
the fullest potentialities of all our women 
from infancy through adulthood. 


A Milestone 


The news that our first National Schol- 
arship was completed at our Tenth An- 
nual Convention must have gladdened 
every heart. We are deeply grateful 
to all of those who made special contri- 
butions to the Scholarship Fund, both 
last year and this. It is the first mile- 
stone toward one of our major objectives, 
namely, to endow scholarships to en- 
courage the higher training of women. 
When you compare the percentage of 
men and women holding the highest de- 
gree, it becomes evident what a handi- 
cap women have in securing equal op- 
portunities, even if placement were al- 
ways based upon merit without consid- 
eration of sex. Please read carefully 
the Scholarship Committee’s report giv- 
ing the standards which will be the 
bases for selecting our first scholarship 
student. Then encourage every person 
who can qualify to make application so 
that the Scholarship Committee may 
have Delta Kappa Gamma’s best from 
whom to choose. It will be a great 
honor to be selected, and it is most 
important that our National Scholarship 
always go ‘to the finest type of profes- 
sional woman it is possible to find within 
our membership. 


Starting a Home 


If you belong to the American Asso- 
ciation of University Women you are 
told that one of the privileges which 
your membership entitles you to is the 
use of its clubhouse in Washington, 
London and Paris. We do not have a 
clubhouse, but this convention voted to 
use part of its Permanent Fund to pur- 
chase a lot on which to build one. And, 
thanks to the 8600 little dimes that 
marched until they came together, we 
are going to have a portrait of Annie 
Webb Blanton to hang where everyone 
who enters may see and be grateful to 
the woman whose busy brain conceived 
the idea of banding together the leading 
women teachers as a means of “leaven- 
ing the whole lot”. (That reminds me, 
to explain that a copy of the Founder’s 
Day Banquet Program carrying her pic- 
ture and the convention program were 
sent to the presidents of all ch2pters 
that did not have a representative at 
the convention.) 


Growing Pains 


I wonder if any other national edu- 
cational organization ever has increased 


its membership 43 per cent in its tenth 
year. That large a percentage of in- 
crease is usually possible only when a 
child or an organization is very, very 
young. Please examine carefully the 
Progress Report and be glad if your 
state did its part. Small states and 
states that are sparsely settled cannot 
be expected to make as rapid growth 
as the more densely populated areas, 
but they can make the same proportional 
gain. Would you not like to have next 
year’s report also show growth in terms 
of “norms of expectancy”? I trust 
that each state founder will seriously 
study the situation in her state and be 
sure she does her part this year. We 
have a wonderful progress record to 
live up to and each member can help 
by recommending to organizing founders 
the outstanding teachers in her own field 
who reside in unorganized areas and 
states. 


Speaking of Conventions 


Most grateful recognition is made to 
the hostess states, North Carolina and 
Tennessee; to the chairmen and mem- 
bers of Convention Committees; and to 


all who participated in the National Con- 
vention program for their generous and 
efficient services to Delta Kappa Gamma 
during the recent convention in the 
Smokies. I warned the Convention Com- 
mittees to be ready for hard work and 
criticism, but everyone was such a con- 
siderate guest that the criticism, if 
voiced, did not reach their ears. 

That convention is past and it is al- 
ready time to turn our faces and our

Report of the National President 


T the Asheville convention, this re- 
port was submitted to the National 
Executive Board followed by certain spe- 
cific recommendations which the National 
Executive Board adopted by formal ac- 
tion. 
Field Trips 


My many opportunities to meet with 
large groups of Delta Kappa Gammas 
this year has greatly increased my ap- 
preciation for the organization and its 
membership. The majority of the week- 
ends during the past school year were 
given to participating in some type of 
professional meeting and, with few ex- 
ceptions, there was the added pleasure 
of attending a Delta Kappa Gamma 
dinner or state convention. I had the 
privilege of breaking bread with our 
members at national, state or district 
meetings in the following places: Coun- 
cil Bluffs, lowa; Greensboro, North Caro- 
lina; Columbus and Cleveland, Ohio; In- 
dianapolis, Indiana; Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, Muskogee, Oklahoma; Little Rock, 
Arkansas; Birmingham, Alabama; Chat- 
tanooga, Nashville and Monteagle, Ten- 
nessee; Detroit, Michigan; Atlanta, 
Georgia; Norfolk, Virginia; Jacksonville, 
Florida; Denton, Dallas and Bryan, Tex- 
as; Hartford, Connecticut, and Castle- 
ton, Vermont. Each of these visits 
brought new friends, pleasant experi- 
ences, and a better understanding of 
our problems and opportunities for serv- 
ice. 

‘Growth in 1939-40 


The growth of Delta Kappa Gamma 
during the fiscal year has been most 
heartening. At present there are thirty- 
five states, 322 chapters, and 10,002 


members. This is an increase of 3,023 
members, 100 chapters and 2 states. 
This means that our organization has 
increased its membership 48 per cent 
this year. 

The National Executive Committee 
recommended that I give most of my 
time this year to visiting states previous- 
ly organized in order to help unify and 
coordinate the work of our large number 
of separate state and chapter groups. 
However, at Dr. Blanton’s suggestion, 
I completed the organization of the 
Connecticut and Vermont State Organi- 
zations early in May. Although the 
Board’s recommendation seemed wise for 
this year, I would suggest that at least 
part of my time in the field next year 
be given to organization work as there 
are still a few states in which none of 
the national founders have started or- 
ganization work. 


National educational organizations 
were asked to give the names and ad- 
dresses of their most outstanding mem- 
bers in all of the sixteen unorganized 
states. Most of them very graciously 
gave this information and some follow- 
up work has been made on each of the 
people recommended. All our members 
are earnestly requested to send in the 
names, addresses and qualifications of 
any outstanding educational leaders 
whom they happen to know in the un- 
organized states and this information 
will be passed on to the organizing 
founders of the respective state. 


Special Meetings 


In addition to our National Convention 
in Asheville, the members of Delta Kap- 
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‘pa Gamma have gotten together at three 


national educational meetings. At the 
winter meeting of the National Educa- 
tion Association, nearly two hundred 
members from twenty-four states as- 
sembled for the initiation and banquet 
held in the Hotel Cleveland under the 
sponsorship of the Ohio State Organiza- 


tion and the local chapter. At the an- - 


nual convention of the Association of 
Childhood Education in Atlanta, ninety- 
two members from twenty states had 
breakfast together at the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s Club under the sponsorship of the 
Georgia State Organization and the 
local members. At the summer meeting 
of the National Education Association 
in San Francisco, 143 members from 
twenty-four states had a memorable 
dinner meeting in the historic Mark 
Hopkins Hotel, sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia State Organization and the Up- 
silon Chapter. 

It is hoped that Delta Kappa Gamma 
meetings will continue to be held dur- 
ing the national conventions of these 
and other educational organizations. 

The Beta chapter of Tennessee was 
hostess to all members who were study- 
ing at Peabody College during the sum- 
mer, and a wire from Teachers College, 
Columbia University, reported the in- 
teresting meeting that was held there 
of all Delta Kappa Gamma members 
who were studying in New York this 
summer. Meetings of this kind were 
probably held on many other teachers 
college and university campuses. 


Reports 


The majority of the states and chap- 
ters have been very prompt in sending 
in their annual reports. At present, 
all but one of the states and 289 of the 
325 chapters, or approximately five- 
sixths of all the chapters, have filed 
their reports. Most of the chapters 
not sending reports have been organ- 
ized less than a year, and in several of 
these cases the president wrote that 
they had nothing to report this year, 
but hoped to have a report for next 
year that they would be proud to sub- 
mit. 

All standing committees of state and 
chapter organizations were requested to 
send a copy of their committee report 
to the chairman of their respective na- 
tional committee. We hope through this 
means to unify the efforts of all chapter 
and state groups; give local groups the 
guidance of the national committee; 
and make it possible for national ob- 


jectives to be more rapidly achieved. 


Program of Work and Yearbooks 


We have made definite progress this 
year toward our major goal by making 
a serious study of the Status of the 
Teaching Profession as Compared with 
Other Professions giving special atten- 
tion to “Discriminations against Married 
Women Teachers” and “Unjust Dismiss- 
al of Teachers.” We trust that each 
member of Delta Kappa Gamma is not 


‘held during the year. 


only more keenly aware of existing con- 
ditions that are preventing us from be- 
coming a profession, but is also more 
alert to the needs for improvement in 
her local and state system. 

Our National Program Committee has 
been very helpful this first year in giv- 
ing references as to sources of accurate 
information and suggesting types of 
meetings and kinds of publicity that 
get best results. It is hoped that they 
will give us wise guidance in what next 
and that all local groups will cooperate 
in the national program, so that the 
purposes for which we banded ourselves 
together can be more rapidly achieved. 

I have been favored with copies of 
the yearbooks of many but not all of 
the groups. A survey of this year’s 
programs, as shown in the yearbooks 


and in the annual reports, indicates that © 


the majority of the chapters have co- 
operated in the national program. The 
following were the ways most frequently 
reported: 


1. Followed study program outlined 
by national, 116 Chapters 

2. Studied bulletins and book mate- 
rials suggested, 48 chapters. 

3. Investigated the “scrapping” of 
teachers in local systems, 25 Chap- 
ters 

4. Studied the discrimination against 
married women teachers, 24 Chap- 
ters 


A further analysis indicated that the 
year’s programs of several chapters 
made promises for all standing com- 
mittees to share their findings with the 
entire membership. The three commit- 
tees most frequently listed as reporting 
were: “Teachers’ Tenure”, “Equal Op- 
portunities for Women”, and “Committee 
on Legislation”. 

A further analysis of the yearbooks 
indicated that the different social meet- 
ings recommended by national had been 
It was also in- 
teresting to note how frequently the 
Constitution and the Greek alphabet had 
been the subject for study at one of the 
meetings. This would seem to be most 
desirable, especially for the newly or- 
ganized chapters. It probably should 
be mentioned, however, that the pro- 
grams of some of our groups indicated 
that they were not aware of the serious 
purposes for which they were organized. 
The state presidents can be of great 
service to such groups, and it is hoped 
that each state president will take the 
responsibility of reviewing the program 
planned for each chapter and give guid- 
ance wherever needed. 


Constitutional Amendments 


So little interest was manifested in 
amendments to the Constitution this 
year that it hardly seemed necessary 
to publish any proposed amendments. 
The only four that had been suggested 
were published, however, in the June 
Bulletin, with the statement that they 
would not be submitted to the chapters 
for vote unless the interest manifested 


seemed to warrant it.. Only nine com- 
munications regarding the proposed 
amendments were ever received. Since 
three was the highest number favoring 
any one amendment, no amendments 
were submitted to the vote of the chap- 
ters this year. 


Official Equipment and Materials 


An analysis of annual reports indi- 
cates that the majority of the chapters 
and many of the states need to give 
special attention to acquiring the official 
material needed for initiation and formal 
social meetings. Of the 289 chapters 
sending reports less than one-tenth have 
all of the official material recommended; 
approximately one-half have some part 
of it, and two-fifths have none of the 
material considered desirable. This means 
that probably one-half of our chapters 
own no official material, because the 
majority of the chapters not heard from 
have been organized only a few months. 

The official banner seems to be the 
equipment least frequently owned by the 
chapters that reported that they have 
purchased part of their equipment, 
whereas, the official scarf is the material 
most frequently owned. This is proba- 
bly as it should be, since the scarf is 
absolutely necessary for all initiations 
and is difficult to borrow and the price 
of the banner probably makes it pro- 
hibitive to many chapters. 


Scholarship Fund 


At the end of our last fiscal year 
there was $11,668.00 in the Scholarship 
Fund. This amount included the funds 
derived from the regular twenty cents 
per member which is allotted to this 
fund and all of the special contributions 
which had been made by individuals and 
chapters to the Scholarship Fund. The 
regular Scholarship and Chapter fees 
for this year have been $3,949.34, roy- 
alties from Balfour which the National 
Executive Board voted to be given to 
the National Scholarship Fund have 
amounted to $867.20 during the year; 
and special gifts to the Scholarship Fund 
during 1938-39 have amounted to $331.05, 
This makes a total of $16,821.59 which 
is nearly enough to complete our first 
$20,000 National Scholarship Fund. 


Permanent Funds 


Our Treasurer reports $13,167.46 in 
the National Permanent Fund. Since 
the Executive Board formerly voted that 
national headquarters be established at 
Austin, Texas, the birthplace of our 
fraternity, it would seem wise to use 
as much of this Permanent Fund as is 
necessary to purchase a lot for our 
headquarters building. 


Recommendations 


In the light of this year’s observations, 
correspondence, and conferences with 
members of our society, the following 
recommendations were made and were 
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adopted by the Board and by the con- 
vention. 


Meetings 


1. It is recommended that Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma initiations and dinner meet- 
ings be held regularly during the winter 
and summer meetings of the National 
Education Association; that local and 
state organizations be encouraged to 
sponsor social meetings of members 
whenever any national educational or- 
ganization is meeting in their area; 
that social meetings be held during all 
state educational meetings, at such 
times as will not interfere with meetings 
scheduled by the association; and that 
chapters which have teacher training 
instituticns in their midst hold at least 
one summer meeting for all members 
of Delta Kappa Gamma who may be 
on the campus or in the city at that 
time. 

Committee Reports 


2. It is recommended that the chair- 
man of all standing committees be re- 
quired to make a written annual re- 
port; that the chairman of each chapter 
committee file a copy of her report, send 
one to the state chairman and another 
to the national chairman of her re- 
spective committee; that each state com- 
mittee chairman in turn, file a copy and 
send one to the national chairman; that 
the reports of all national committees 
continue to be published in the Bulletin 
so that all our members may know what 
is being accomplished toward objectives 
through the cooperation of chapter, 
state and national organizations. 


Program of Work. 


8. It is recommended that all chap- 
ters and state organizations be urged 
to plan their year’s program in advance; 
that all annual programs be in keeping 
with the objectives of Delta Kappa 
Gamma and incorporate the National 
Program of Work; that yearbooks be 
provided all chapter members and copies 
be sent to the state president, to the 
national president, to the executive sec- 
retary and to each state and national 
committee chairman. 


Official Materials. 


4. It is recommended that all state 
and chapter organizations acquire the 
material needed for initiations and form- 
al banquets as soon as practicable. Since 
the Permanent Fund may be used for 
permanent equipment, it is further rec- 
ommended that each chapter, as soon 
as its Permanent Fund permits, vote to 
draw from this fund to pay for the 
official. materials needed, to bind all 
back volumes of the Bulletin, and to 
purchase a steel file for Delta Kappa 
Gamma records. 


‘Scholarship. 
5. Since our first Scholarship is near 


completion, and the Available Fund is 
larger than will be needed in carrying 


out next year’s program, it is recom- 
mended that this convention vote that 
a sufficient amount be transferred from 
the Available Fund to the Scholarship 
Fund to declare our first National Schol- 
arship of $20,000.00 completed at our 
Tenth Anniversary. 


Headquarters. 


6. Since the National Board has pre- 
viously voted to locate Delta Kappa 
Gamma Headquarters at the place of its 
birth, Austin, Texas, and the Permanent 
Fund is now large enough to warrant 
such an expenditure, it is recommended 
that this Tenth Annual Convention vote 
to use as much of the Permanent Fund 
as will be necessary to purchase a lot 
for a headquarters building which will 
meet the present and future needs of 
Delta Kappa Gamma. 


Compensation for Non-Elected Officers. 


7. (1) For the past ten years our 
Executive Secretary, Dr. Annie Webb 
Blanton, has given untiringly, of her 
services to the establishment and or- 
ganization of Delta Kappa Gamma. The 
work has grown until it is not only im- 
practicable, but impossible for her to 
take care of its many demands on her 
strength and time and carry a full-time 
professorship at the University of Texas. 
Therefore, it is recommended that this 
Convention vote to pay our Executive 
Secretary one half the salary she is 
now getting, to take effect at such time 
as convenient for her, to become part- 
time paid, Executive Secretary of the 
Delta Kappa Gamma society. This rec- 
ommendation is made with the strong 
feeling that this move is not only ex- 
pedient but that Delta Kappa Gamma is 
fully able to pay for the half-time serv- 
ices of an Executive Secretary. 

(2) Attention is also called to the 
large number of hours our National 
Treasurer, Berneta Minkwitz, gives to 
the careful and accurate handling of the 
finances of our organization. It does 
not seem necessary, nor just, to continue 
to ask her to give so much of her time 
to this without some compensation. 
Therefore, it is recommended that we 
place $300.00 in our Annual Budget, 
which is only $25.00 per month, to par- 
tially compensate her for the time given 
if not the services rendered. 

After the adoption of the recommen- 
dations, the report as a whole was ap- 
proved by the Board, and was later 
adopted by the convention.

The Tenth National 
Convention 


H’Ys you ever stood upon the deck 
of a big liner and caught the con- 
tagious enthusiasm of the hurried last 
minute’s loading, then felt the steady 
insistent pull of the small black smoking 
tugboats as they strained at the cables, 
until at last you knew for sure that your 
own big liner was beginning to move 
out to sea under her own power? Well, 
this is the reaction that the National 
Convention gave me. After ten years of 
organizing states and chapters within 
the states, after ten years of patient 
teaching and training, after ten years 
of pioneering, Delta Kappa Gamma has 
definitely come into her own! No longer 
does the National President need to 
wrinkle up her fair brow trying to get 


_ efficient committees; no longer does the 


National Executive Secretary need to 
ponder over whether or not her hard 
work is bringing lasting results; and 
no longer does the National Treasurer 
need to worry about the wherewithal 
to pay our bills. If there be a doubting 
Thomas among the few who did not 
attend the National Convention, at 
Asheville—above the clouds—let her 
straightway lay away each month a 
few of her hard earned dollars, and plan 
‘to be present when the next National 
Convention roll is called. 

The history-making event celebrating 
our tenth anniversary, cannot be told 
in the short space allotted to me, but 
I can give you a few of the high points 
and try to provoke your curiosity to 
come next time and see for yourself. 

To begin—the National Convention 
was crowded full of four days of events 
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rather than the usual two—a pre-con- 
vention day of the Executive Board 
meeting and serious Committee work, and 
a post-convention sightseeing trip—a 
Dutch treat—to the literally high places 
of inspiration after the figuratively high 
ones. By train, airplane, automobile, and 
bus the delegates came until more than 
three hundred had registered. Some 
even came via South America and Eu- 
rope. Yes, there were Mamie Bastian, 
Dr. May Allen, Loda Hall, Mrs. Norma 
Smith Bristow, Dr. Flora Gillentine, Bir- 
die Adams, Dr. Clara Parker, Mrs. Grace 
Bardelon Agate, Ottie Huff, Bessie May 
Allen, Margaret White, Dr. Madilene 
Veverka, Dr. Margaret Stroh and many 
other celebrities crowding around the 
hotel desk and registering for the Con- 
vention. Dr. Maycie Southall and Dr. 
Annie Webb Blanton had arrived even 
earlier and “the maidenly convention,” 
as a porter expressed it, was off to a 
good start. 

By Wednesday morning, August 30, 
the doors of the main dining room of 
the Battery Park Hotel swung open— 
to eat? Oh, no, you’re getting ahead 
of me—for the General Business Session 
—(It deserved capital letters). But to 
judge by the three or four hundred at- 
tentive members that gathered there 
and sat in rapt attention throughout 
every business meeting, you would have 
thought that a “bank night” or some- 
thing akin to it was about to be de- 
clared. Fine looking, intelligent women 
every one of them—believe me and not 
the pictures—and you felt your heart 
skip a beat in its eagerness to keep up 
with the best piano playing that I have 
ever heard at a convention. Grace Van 
Dyke More was at the piano, and E. Mae 
Saunders had the baton. May their 
tribe increase in Delta Kappa Gamma 
Circles. 

Then came the reports of the state 
presidents, and a show of delegates 
from each state. Although Texas stood 
proudly forth with her forty-seven dele- 
gates, she was out-numbered by North 
Carolina with fifty-one delegates. We 
listened to reports and counted new 
chapters until we got to Ohio, but we 
soon exhausted all of our fingers and 
had to summon an adding machine ex- 
pert. We almost breathed a sigh of 
relief that the twenty projected new 
California Chapters decided to wait until 
fall to be organized. We greeted two 
new states—Connecticut and Vermont. 
Now we are thirty-five; and we heard 
of plans for more “blessed events” in 
the early fall. Next year we shall sing, 
“From Greenland’s icy mountains; From 
India’s coral strand .. .” 


On Wednesday afternoon, we heard 
a Delta Kappa Gamma innovation in 
the form of a panel discussion on “Ini- 
proving the Status of Teaching Through 
Cooperative Effort”. Mrs. Norma Smith 
Bristow, past president, was chairman 
and introduced the speakers. Miss Amy 
Hinrichs, President of the National Edu- 
cation Association, herself an enthusi- 
astic Delta Kappa Gamma member, pled 


for the closest cooperation of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma and the National Education 
Association work. Miss Maud Rhodes, 
past president of the Department of 
Elementary School Principals, Miss Ed- 
na Simmons of the Department of Su- 
pervisors and Miss Mary Leeper, Execu- 
tive Secretary of the Association for 
Childhood Education, gave us most in- 
spirational talks concerning the value 
of “United we stand”. 

The scene changed! From the hard- 
thinking educators bent on catching 
every word said in the crowded general 
session, the lobbies and marble stairs 
of the brilliantly lighted hotel were sud- 
denly alive with beautifully gowned 
women singing their state songs, and 
marching into the Presidents’ Banquet. 
Tommie Reynolds, State President of 
Tennessee, presided, and Dr. Madeline 
Veverka of California was the toast- 
mistress of the evening. From Alpha 
State to Alpha Lambda State, they 
came, bearing their state flags proudly 
in the procession. It would have been 
too much excitement for any but the 
stoutest hearts. Then came good food, 
friends to your right and left, friends 
across the table, music, Delta Kappa 
Gamma songs, distinguished guests, and 
the presentation of each State President. 
The theme for the evening: “Mountains 
and Valleys of the Profession” proved 
a source of enlightenment to all of us, 
and we shall remember the mountain- 
top experience of fellowship while we 
try to legislate ourselves out of the 
valleys. 

To bed late, and up early Thursday, 
August 31, for after all, the convention 
had just begun. The morning session 
was devoted to committee reports. Again 
the general session was crowded and no 
one was disappointed at the findings of 
the Committees. If you have an idea 
that committee work isn’t important 
and interesting, you have another guess 
coming. You should have heard every 
one of the reports! High points were 
reached in the Legislative Committee 
report with Dr. Helen Messenger, chair- 
man, calling for our united help in many 
bills relating to general welfare as well 
as educational advantages; in the re- 
port of Dr. Margaret Stroh, Chairman of 
the Program Committee, setting forth 
a broad five-year plan program; in the 
talk of Mrs. Norma Smith Bristow re- 
counting again the ever welcome news 
of Progress of Delta Kappa Gamma; 
and in many other reports equally fine. 

“The Presentation of Pioneer Women 
Dolls” was the next high point on our 
program. The splendid manner in which 
each state presented a new doll in a 
short to the point speech was indeed 
fine. The collection of Pioneer Women 
Dolls was originated by Norma Smith 
Bristow, and the exhibit grows finer 
annually. 

Then came a highly dramatic and 
beautiful event when Martha Davidson 
Bristow, the young daughter of our past 
president, Mrs. Norma Smith Bristow, 
wearing a cap and gown of Delta Kappa 


Gamma colors was officially initiated as 
National Mascot of the Delta Kappa 
Gamma National Society. The cere- 
mony was conducted by Mamie S. Bas- 
tian, past National President. 

It was then 12:30 and time to cele- 
brate our Tenth Birthday. Miss Lillian 
Rule presided and Dr. Helen. Messenger 
was the toastmistress for the happy 
occasion. The theme was “Ten Years 
A’Growin’”. The four past presidents, 
Dr. Annie Webb Blanton, “The Lamp- 
lighter”; Mrs. Norma Smith Bristow, 
“The Torch Bearer’; Miss Mamie Bas- 
tian, “In the Fields with Delta Kappa 
Gamma”; and Dr. Maycie Southall, 
“Neither East Nor West”, reviewed the 
accomplishments of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma. Dr. Grace Bardelon Agate, chair- 
man of the Achievement Award Com- 
mittee, presented the annual National 
Award to Miss Birdie Adams of New 
Mexico. The Convention voiced its 
hearty approval by rising in a tumultuous 
demonstration. Even “Dukie”, Birdie’s 
pet Boston Bulldog, stood on his hind 
legs and barked his approval. The 
Birthday Cake was cut with much cere- 
mony while the ice cream melted; but 
it made no difference; ten years old and 
still a growing, were we all. 


We were most too full of “food and 
gratitude” to participate in anything 
but a short general session, we thought; 
but we soon found .ourselves running 
the gamut of human emotions as we 
paid silent tribute to those whom we 
have loved and lost for a while; then 
rising with another roar of applause 
as we “went over the top” to complete 
our first National Delta Kappa Gamma 
Scholarship and name it for Dr. Annie 
Webb Blanton. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions just had to be a 
little longer than usual. 


The Founders’ Day Banquet was pre- 
ceded by a beautiful initiation with 
Ottie Huff, Chairman, and National of- 
ficers and Founders taking part. Then 
we adjourned to the George Vanderbilt 
Hotel for the final event.,; (Please note 
that it took not only two but several 
hotels to take care of our convention.) 
Ruth Fitzgerald, President of North 
Carolina, presided, and Agnes Ellen Har- 
ris was the brilliant toastmistress. of 
the banquet, the theme of which was, 
“Unseen Horizons”. Founders—State 
and National—were recognized and 
praised. The program cover carried the 
picture of our beloved Founder, Dr. 
Annie Webb Blanton, and it was soon 
discovered that the organization was 
dead set on paying tribute to her at 
this meeting. With her head slightly 
bowed, she listened to brilliant tributes 
from Margaret White of Ohio and Mrs. 
Margaret White Boutelle from Florida. 
Dr. Blanton recovered her composure and 
spoke on “Faith to Remake a World”, 
a speech that we shall remember long. 
With her beautiful inspirational remarks 
forever imprinted on our hearts and 
minds, it was time to go, but the Na- 
tional Convention was determined to 
have the last word.. Your humble serv-

When the long applause and demon- 
stration honoring our beloved Founder 
died down, Dr. Blanton rose, and in a 
voice choked with emotion, accepted the 
gift and promised to do our bidding and 
pose for the picture. Knowing Dr. Blan- 
ton’s reluctance to accept gifts, we didn’t 
tell her that early in October a new 
1940 Chevrolet would arrive for her 
use to replace a car worn out in Delta 
Kappa Gamma service. And the Tenth 
Convention was over! 


I cannot stop, however, without pay- 
ing tribute to the magnificent and gra- 
cious manner in which Dr. Maycie South- 
all presided over the convention, and 
made even the humblest delegate present 
feel that without her help the Convention 
could not have succeeded. Nor can too 
much be said for the two hostess states, 
North Carolina and Tennessee. The 
Convention Committees functioned per- 
fectly and we came away feeling that 
when schools of instructions on “How 
to Run a National Convention” are set 
up, Miss Fitzgerald and Miss Reynolds 
should be the teachers. And now back 
at a busy desk, the memory of the 
Smokies and Asheville lingers and 
lingers, and seems to rise in a thin trail- 
ing line of incense smoke that blows 
towards the Eleventh National Conven- 
tion.

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Attendance at the National 
Convention 


Figures of the attendance at the 
Tenth National Convention, held at Ashe- 
ville, North Carolina, August 29, 30, 
and 31, 1939 have been compiled by the 
editor, from the registration cards. 

She apologizes for probable errors. In 
some cases the cards were hurriedly 
written and not fully filled out. Proba- 
bly some delegates escaped the vigilance 
of a very efficient Registration Com- 
mittee, and failed to register. The cards 
showed that 308 delegates registered 
at the convention. By states these num- 
bered as follows: Texas, 43; Alabama, 
26, including the National Mascot; Okla- 
homa, 8; Missouri, 12; Louisiana, 8; 
Mississippi, 4; North Carolina, 52; New 
Mexico, 4; Virginia, 7; Arkansas, 2; 
Illinois, 10; Florida, 9; District of Col- 
umbia, 7; Tennessee, 23; Arizona, 2; 
New York, 2; Nebraska, 1; Wisconsin, 4; 
Minnesota, 1; Iowa, 1; Kansas, 1; Cali- 
fornia, 7; Georgia, 2; Colorado, 1; Penn- 
sylvania, 2; Maryland, 1; Kentucky, 2; 
Ohio, 39; Indiana, 13; South Carolina 
4; Utah, 1; Michigan, 8; Connecticut, 1. 
Only two of the thirty-five states had 
no representatives. Of these, New Jer- 
sey has lost its president by resignation, 
and Vermont has just been organized. 

Texas had more delegates than any 
other state except North Carolina, and 
Ohio ranks third in numbers.

Report of the National Executive 
Secretary 


Madam Chairman and Members of the 
Convention: 

In my work as an organizer for Delta 
Kappa Gamma, I have no new states to 
report as a result of my work during the 
present year. Last year, I completed 
organizations in all of the states in which 
I had a number of pledges, including 
Ohio, Indiana, and Michigan, and com- 
pleted also the formation of seven new 
chapters in these states and in Missis- 
sippi. Therefore, organization in sev- 
eral Western States during the present 
year was a new undertaking, and the 
work accomplished was the securing of 
a number of pledges in seven states, 
namely, Connecticut, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, Oregon, Vermont and Wyoming. 
Finding that our National President was 
well acquainted with a number of my 
pledges in Connecticut and Vermont, I 
requested her to take over these states, 
in both of which she completed state 
organizations and conducted the initia- 
tions. I have at present, a sufficient 
number of pledges to form state organi- 
zations in Montana and Idaho, and I am 
planning to complete state organiza- 
tions and form several chapters in these 
states in the month of November. I also 
have a number of pledges in Nevada, 
Oregon, and Wyoming. I urge mem- 
bers who have friends in these states to 
send me recommendations for Founders 
and for chapter members. I hope to 
complete organizations in these states 
during the year of 1939-40. 

In addition to this organization work, 
at the request of the president of the 
Texas’ State organization, I assisted four 


’ Texas chapters to add to their member- 


ship and get a new start in Delta Kappa 
Gamma work. 

Owing to serious illness in my family, 
I was forced to cancel other engage- 
ments, and made during the year only 
one visit to organizations outside my 
own state. I had the pleasure and 
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views of speaking at the Arizona 
State Convention in April, and of meet- 
ing many of our Arizona members. 
The work of sending out Delta Kappa 
Gamma materials during the year seems 
to have proceeded with general satisfac- 
tion, as few complaints have been re- 
ceived. Our supplies of materials, in 
general, are at present low, and new 
orders have been placed for most of 
these. This is not true, however, of the 
various bulletins. During the present 
year, new editions of the Constitution, 
the Handbook, the Founders Day Bulle- 
tin and the Ritual have been published, 
and these will probably suffice for an- 
other year. We also have a plentiful 
supply of the Song Book Number 2, and 


- of the sheet music Official Song. 


As your custodian of photographs, 
Bulletin cuts, scarf, banner, flags, brass 
candle-sticks, pioneer dolls, I am the 
recipient frequently of requests to lend 
these materials, both to chapters and to 
state organizations. A few recent losses 
of irreplaceable articles lent to various 
states for conventions, and difficulties 
in securing the return of articles lent to 
a few chapters, lead me to ask for in- 
structions as to future loans. These 
things are the property of the National 
organization. I am merely your agent. 
I do not like to take the responsibility 
of lending articles which, if lost, the 
borrowers could not replace. Our pio- 
neer dolls, if shipped about the country 
frequently, would not last long. In these 
we have a valuable and unique collec- 
tion. I am therefore requesting that 
you give me specific instructions as to 
what I shall do in regard to future re- 
quests for a loan of these articles. 

(Note. After discussion, a resolution 
was passed instructing the Secretary in 
future to lend no National property ex- 
cept the initiation scarf.) 

During the present year I have found 
it extremely difficult to keep accounts 
and collect payments from state presi- 
dents who attempt to furnish Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma materials to their chapters. 
Chapters more than one year old, are 
required to pay for some of the types 
of materials furnished free of charge 
to new chapters. I have been unable to 
induce some of the state presidents to 
send any account of how the materials 
sent to them were used, or to collect 
from them for materials which they 
furnished to chapters one year old or 
more. 

I therefore recommend that, hereafter, 
all chapters be required to order mate- 
rials directly from National Headquar- 
ters and that state presidents in future 
be permitted to order materials (1) for 
use by their own state organizations, 
and (2) for use in organizing new chap- 
ters. 

(Note. This recommendation was 
adopted by the Executive Board and 
by the Convention.) 

In establishing an office for head- 
quarters in Austin, we have bought but 
little equipment. During the present 
year another addressograph cabinet with

It is probable that all amounts due the 
Bulletin will be collected, since collec- 
tions in the past have been 100%. It is 
evident, therefore, that this year’s ex- 
penses and collections will probably leave 
a balance to the credit of the Bulletin of 
$105.40, minus $2.11, or $103.29. 


Bulletin Cover 


It was decided by the Committee on 
the Bulletin last fall, to follow the plan 
of having a cover for the Bulletin, and 
a prize of $20.00 was offered for a cover 
design in black and white. As no entire- 
ly satisfactory design was submitted by 
October 15, when the November issue 
went to press, the President and the 
editor decided to use for the first cover, 
the heading on our song-sheets and our 
own coat-of-arms. It was then deter- 
mined to use for each issue during the 
year, the best previously unused design 
submitted up to the time that the Bul- 
letin went to press. The three designs 
used for the remaining issues, and three 
others to be selected by the Bulletin 
Committee from all designs submitted 
for the cover, were to be submitted to 
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the Executive Board at this convention, 
who were to choose from these six de- 
signs, the prize-winning design for the 
cover. The cover of the January issue 
was designed by Miss Waldine Hunter, 
Alpha Chapter, Austin, Texas. The cover 
for the April number was drawn by Miss 
Frances Kapanke of the Beta Chapter, 
Phoenix, Arizona. The cover for the 
. June issue was the work of Miss Mary 
Kathryn Boswell, State Founder, and 
we of the Theta Chapter, Kent, 
0. 


The three remaining designs selected 
by the Committee on the Bulletin, for 
consideration of the Board, were respec- 
tively, by Anne Cloud Bass, Eta Chapter, 
Brundidge, Alabama; Clyde Kennedy, Ep- 
silon Chapter, Mobile, Alabama, and Ag- 
nes Kerrigan, Alpha Delta Chapter, 
Washington Court House, Ohio. 

The six designs were passed around 
that all board members might examine 
them close at hand before the vote was 
taken, and the prize was, by a majority 
vote, awarded the design offered by Miss 
Agnes Kerrigan of Ohio. This design 
will be used for the cover of the Novem- 
ber issue. 

At the meeting of the Committee on 
the Bulletin, held preceding the meeting 
of the Executive Board, the following 
r dations were formulated and 
passed, to be presented to the Board for 
consideration: 

(1) Because it is difficult to publish 
a satisfactory magazine without carry- 
ing out definite plans, the committee 
recommended that state presidents and 
chapter presidents earnestly endeavor to 
send contributions in accordance with the 
dates for receipt of materials and the 
distribution of chapters, as set forth 
each fall in the letter of information sent 
out by the editor. 

(2) The committee recommended that 
_ each state president should set a good 
example to chapters, by sending their 
own state messages to the Bulletin regu- 
larly. It held that it should not be a 
very difficult undertaking to write four 
state messages per year, and thought 
that members, generally, are disap- 
pointed when no message from their 
own president appears in an issue. 

(3) The committee recommended that 
each state president regularly read the 
news letters from her own state. It was 
of the opinion that in cases where the 
letters are especially good, she should ex- 
press to the respective chapter presi- 
dents, commendation of their excellent 
work. In cases where the letters are 
poor, she should make specific sugges- 
tions as to how the contributions may 
be improved. In cases where chapters 
are failing to cooperate with plans set 
up for the Bulletin, she sheuld call 
their attention to the omission. It rec- 
ommended that in cases where chapters 
are failing to include in their own pro- 
gram of work, the programs adopted by 
their own state and by the National 
organization, the state president should, 
before it is too late in the year, call the 
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attention of the chapter president to the 
failure to comply with Article VIII, Sec- 
tions 3 and 6 and Article IX of the 
Constitution. 

(4) The committee recommended that 
since the Achievement Column has been 
discontinued, state messages and chapter 
news letters should give notable achieve- 
ments of members, and mention unusual 
honors conferred upon them. 

(5) While maintaining the purpose 
of making the Bulletin the official news 
organ of Delta Kappa Gamma, the com- 
mittee instructed the editor to ask for 
unpublished contributions of a profes- 
sional nature, particularly along the 
line of educational research, and to de- 
vote to these about two pages of each 
issue. 

(6) The committee also recommended 
that, for the present year, about two 
pages of each issue of the Bulletin be 
assigned to the chairman of the Pro- 
gram Committee, to be used in explana- 
tions of the National Program of Work. 

(7) Because longhand articles are 
frequently illegible, and poor writing re- 


quires time to decipher and results in 
misprints, the committee recommended 


that in future the editor accept only. 


typed messages, news letters, and other 
articles. This is in accordance with the 
practice of most editorial offices. 

(8) Holding the opinion that justice 
demands that new members of Delta 
Kappa Gamma receive all of the year’s 
issues of the Bulletin, the committee rec- 
ommended that, since our membership 
increase each year, has, through the 
years, averaged about 334% more than 
the membership of the preceding year, 
the editor be instructed to order for each 
issue of the present year, one-third more 
copies of the Bulletin than the number 
of members that we have at the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year. ; 

The committee approved the practice, 
begun last year, of each state’s publish- 
ing in the Bulletin sketches of its own 
pioneer dolls. This gives a permanent 
record of these pioneer teachers and 
serves as information for other states. 

This report, with the recommenda- 
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tions, was approved both by the Execu- 
tive Board and by the Convention.

Report of Committee on 
Equal Opportunities for Women 


Asheville, North Carolina, August 29, 
1939 


T a time when hard won and even 
long established Democracies of the 
world are being attacked and even fall- 
ing, the cause of women must give way 
to the cause of all humanity. The bigger 
cause must ever take precedence over 
the lesser. When all human values are 
established and generally recognized and 
respected, then will woman with all that 
belongs to her take her rightful place 
along the side of man. 
The following states sent reports: 


The reports submitted show a general 
interest in legislation affecting women. 


But more help and stimulation need to 
be exerted from the National Commit- 
tee. The National Chairman, like all 
such officers, has been handicapped by 
lack of time, by the newness of the task, 
and by lack of working techniques. An- 
other year’s work should result in: 


a. A state Legislation Committee in 
every Delta Kappa Gamma State. 

b. A chapter Legislative Committee 
in every chapter in the country. 

ec. A roster of all such committees 
available on request. 

d. At least one letter a year to each 
State Committee. 

e. Information secured for the Na- 
tional Committee from each State, 
by some form of Questionnaire 
concerning: 

State retirement for teachers. 
Local retirement in larger cities. 
Salary schedules from Cities, 
Towns, and Rural areas. 
Status of married women 
teachers in the state. 

Status of tenure for all teach- 


ers. 

Pending legislation affecting 
women teachers. 

At least one nation-wide item 
of research going forward. 

An exhaustive up-to-date bib- 
liography. 

Legislation and rulings affect- 
ing the status of Women and 
Men teachers. 


California 


The women of California Delta Kappa 
Gamma are aware that even such ad- 
vantages as have been won may be swept 
away with a legislative pen at any mo- 
ment. They are appreciative of all that 
they and those before them have won. 
Every step has been a battle. 

_A state retirement salary has been 
operating for several years. 

Larger cities have been for local re- 
tirement. Just this year Los Angeles 
has secured a local retirement. 

At the State Convention of A. A. U. 
W. held in San Francisco this year, every 
chapter of Delta Kappa Gamma in the 
state was circularized to write or wire 
the University group and urge them to 
present both sides of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. The letters and messages 
came so fast that the State President of 
the Delta Kappa Gamma Society was 
interviewed. 

Outstanding Women in legislative ac- 
tivities are being gathered into the 
Delta Kappa Gamma fold as far as 
their eligibility permits. 

Chapters have legislative committees. 
Some very stimulating and informative 
meetings have been held and speakers 
of note have presented the issues. 

A joint meeting of several Los Angeles 
Chapters was held at the Women’s Ath- 
letic Club at which Dr. Memler, a mem- 
ber of one of the participating chapters, 
discussed the physical aspect of women 


as compared with men. This was an 
unbiased, scholarly, technical discussion. 
It has been the aim of the Committee 
to work with other groups and with in- 
dividuals wherever possible—Pi Lambda 
Theta, A. A. U. W., Women’s Clubs, and 
particularly with Teachers’ Organiza- 
tions to prevent adverse legislation, at 
least. 
Lobby Methods were used. 
ome Rights Literature was distri- 


Bibliographies were duplicated and 
chapters supplied. 

Members as well as committees are 
ever on the alert to break down the in- 
difference of the women most affected. 
Further education of women must con- 
tinue. 


The Organization is well aware that 


‘we are new in the State, and there is 
' danger of antagonizing in certain quar- 


ters. So we have tried to be good sports, 
to win support rather than to compel it. 
We realize that the cause of women 
must win friends and not result in 
schisms. and sharp lines of demarcations 
between men and women. 

The state is large. Organization is 
our first and largest problem. Our peo- 
ple are sympathetic to women in the 
professions. Our women are well or- 
ganized in many various groups. They 
have had training in public life. Nothing 
can be put over on them. We need active 
committees in every chapter, so that 
these questions may be kept before the 
chapters. There is much need of study 
and programs. When women are well 
informed they will give a good account 
of themselves. They need to know what 
the next concerted move is to be. These 
are problems just ahead of the State 
President and of Chairmen of the appro- 
priate Committees. 


Florida 


The Florida Organization is new and 
membership scattered. A Legislative 
Committee is being organized and work 
will start at once.

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Report of the 
Program Committee 


1989 


_ Program Committee presents a 
report which represents a complica- 
tion of as many different points of view 
as we were able to secure from people 
who are in a position to make helpful 
suggestions. From the President, from 
the Executive Secretaries of several of 
the national educational organizations, 
from members of the staff of the N. E. 
A., from many of the State Presidents 
and the members of the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Society themselves, have come 
invaluable suggestions. 


The committee made a rather careful 
study of the programs sent them at the 
request of the National President and 
found that a large number of chapters 
were making use of the suggestions made 
for programs this past year, some in a 
highly intelligent fashion and others in 
a more or less desultory way. Many, of 
course, did not respond and some of those 
who did reply indicated that nothing 
very significant had been accomplished. 

In attempting to formulate specific 
suggestions for a national program 
which would be challenging, far-reach- 
ing, and constructive, the committee felt 
the necessity of having a few clearly 
defined policies which would give us a 
tangible basis for the formulation of a 
constructive and constantly developing 
program and which would be in harmony 
with the avowed purposes of the organ- 
ization. 

We recognize that it is not the function 
of the Program Committee to enunciate 
policies, but it has seemed that if the 
convention of delegates assembled could 
agree upon and subscribe to certain basic 
tenets that it would serve to coordinate 
and focus all our efforts in the programs 
we plan. 

We, therefore, respectfully suggest 
that these statements of policy be em- 
bodied in what, for want of a better 
term we shall call Resolutions, and that 
the Resolutions Committee be instructed 
to bring in a report to include these 


statements. As formulated, these state- © 


ments read as follows: 


Resolution 1. That the members of 
Delta Kappa Gamma commit themselves 
to a dynamic program of close collabo- 
ration with other forward-looking agen- 
cies such as the N. E. A., the American 
Association of University Women, the 
Business and Professional Women’s 
Clubs, the Association for Childhood 
Education, Kappa Delta Pi, the Parent- 
Teacher Association, and others, with a 
view to helpful exchange of publicity, 
assistance in research, and moral sup- 
port in matters of current educational 
moment. 


Resolution 2. That the organization 
pledge itself to a search for pertinent 
information on questions of crucial con-

cern to women in education; to a dis- 
cussion of these problems by competent 
speakers and by panels of members in 
their respective communities, pointing 
these programs to assistance in the so- 
lution of the problems in the specific 
local situations involved. 


Resolution 3. That the organization 
select each year a specific topic from 
among those suggested for study and 
collect all available pertinent data on 
the problem in the local chapter, these 
data to be pooled, coordinated, analyzed, 
and interpreted by a National Commit- 
tee which will prepare a bulletin to be 
published with funds accruing from the 
national treasury, or secured by any 
other means the Executive Board may 
direct. 


Resolution 4. That the organization 
ask for two pages in each issue of the 
Bulletin to be devoted to suggestions 
for and guidance in developing pro- 


grams, stimulating book reviews, and so 
forth. 


Resolution 5. That the members of 
Delta Kappa Gamma pledge themselves 
to devote a portion of the available time 
to a consideration of ways of enriching 
women teachers’ personal lives and de- 
veloping more dynamic personalities. 

With these basic statements in mind, 
the Committee will present a list of prob- 
lems to which we may profitably ad- 
dress ourselves. These problems have 
been formulated after a great deal of 
discussion with various interested peo- 
ple, and considerable reading. They 
would seem. to be problems on which 
our hundreds. of local organizations 
throughout the states can render service 
of inestimable value to education in 
general and to women teachers in par- 
ticular. On many of them data have 
been collected in a general way, but data 
concerning local conditions are yet un- 
available. If Delta Kappa Gamma could 
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choose for intensive research some one 
of these problems each year during the 
next five-year period and present some 
of the pooled findings of the chapters 
from the entire country, we should then 
be in a position to command the respect 
and consideration of all other educa- 
tional organizations. 
In making these suggestions we are 
motivated by two considerations. First, 
that the organization has reached phe- 
nomenal proportions in a period of only 
ten years, and that such growth war- 
rants us in believing that the time is 
now ripe for us to give special consid- 
eration to the status of women teachers 
and to the solution of certain problems 
which only a large women’s organiza- 
tion can handle. The time for emphasis 
on organization seems to have passed, 
and the day has come, in the opinion of 
a very large number of thinking Delta 
Kappa Gamma women, for constructive 
work of a very high order. Second, it 
seems futile to suggest a program which 
will be constructive, growing, and ef- 
fective for anything less than a period 
of five years. One other thought has 
been kept in mind and that is that any 
program to be generally useful must be 
flexible enough to permit adaptations 
and local applications by all areas rep- 
resented. 
The problems we have listed as possi- 
ble topics for study and discussion for 
the next five years are as follows: 
1. A study in all local areas of the 
selection of candidates for all 
teacher training institutions. These 
standards, as you know, still vary 
widely and unsatisfactorily. If 
we are interested in placing em- 
phasis on skill and distinction in 
women teachers, then the whole 
problem of the selection of suit- 
able candidates for teaching is a 
matter of great moment to us. We 
could render an inestimable serv- 
ice by a careful study of this prob- 
lem undertaken in every com- 
munity in which Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma is represented. 
2. Unjust discriminations 
a. A study of unequal salary 
schedules for elementary and 
high school teachers when 
equal preparation and experi- 
ence are demanded. 

b. The status of married women 
teachers. 

ce. Scrapping women teachers. 

3. Tenure and retirement. What are 
the provisions for tenure through- 
out the country and what condi- 
tions are operative to make tenure 
not tenure. 

4. Enrichment of women teachers’ 
personal lives. Suggested topics: 
a. Managing one’s finances in- 

telligently. 
b. Choosing suitable and interest- 
ing clothes. 
ce. Maintaining emotional stabil- 
ity. 
d. Keeping an ee perspec- 
tive of people and things. 


e. Travel possibilities on limited 
budgets. 

f. Charm as a practical asset. 

g. Practicable hobbies for women 
teachers. 

h. A study of governmental sci- 
ence with specific discussions 
of current events. 

You will note that we have repeated 
some of the problems already suggested 
for study this past year because there 
is no evidence so far adduced that would 
lead us to believe that we are in any- 
thing but the preliminary stages of in- 
vestigations and intelligent discussion. 
On these particular problems data have 
already been collected, and these ma- 
terials would give us tremendous assist- 
ance in planning effective programs. All 
of the bulletins of the Committee on 
Equal Opportunity are now available and 
should, it seems to us, be utilized for 
informational purposes and as a start- 
ing point for specific local activities in 
these directions. 

Another concomitant of a program 
such as we have suggested is the matter 
of adequate publicity. It is probably 
true that in some of the better organized 
states Delta Kappa Gamma women are 
already known as the group to which 
educators and the community will na- 
turally turn for assistance and for di- 
rection in formulating a point of view. 
In a far larger number of the areas, 
however, we suspect that Delta Kappa 
Gamma needs adequate publicity more 
than anything else. Provisions for de- 
veloping this kind of publicity should 
be made in a very direct and effective 
manner in all these chapters. 

Supplement to the preliminary re- 
port determined upon presentation to 
the officers and the delegates. 

After careful discussion the Commit- 
tee selected, pending the approval of 
the officers, the problems listed under 
No. 2 as those needing our immediate 
attention. We have listed them all under 
the one main head, but we are suggest- 
ing that the respective communities fo- 
cus their attention on the particular one 
of these problems of discrimination 
which need attention in their localities 
and gather data on that problem. If 
the other topics under “Unjust discrim- 
ination” are not vexing in your com- 
munities, then it will be of service to 
the National Committee to have the in- 
formation that in your community that 
specific problem has been solved. It 
was also felt that in some localities the 
whole problem of tenure and retirement 
should be centered upon and the two 
are so closely allied that they can not 
be separated. We should like to reiter- 
ate also that we believe that topic No. 4 
should not be neglected but should for 
the next few years be incorporated in 
the general program.

Report of the National 
Committee on Legislation 
1939 


HE National Committee on Legisla- 

tion makes a report for 1939-40 very 
similar, with two exceptions, to the one 
made last year. It is recommending: 

I. That Delta Kappa Gamma give 

vigorous and prompt support to 
the Harrison-Thomas-Larrabee 
Bills (S. 1805 and H. R. 3517) 
which according to sponsors will 
be up for consideration in both 
houses early in the next session 
of Congress with favorable out- 
look. 
That members, as well as all State 
and Chapter organizations, watch 
the progress of these bills and urge 
the President, their Senators, and 
their Congressmen to support these 
bills when they are up for passage. 
That this Convention direct the 
National President at the propi- 
tious time to write or wire the 
President in the name of the Delta 
Kappa Gamma Society, urging his 
support of the bills. 

II. That members of Delta Kappa Gam- 

ma keep informed upon progress 
of neutrality legislation and give 
encouragement to Secretary Hull 
in his assumption of leadership in 
the matter. 
That the Society join other groups 
of women actively watching and 
supporting more effective legisla- 
tion in neutrality. 

III. The other matters upon which this 
organization should keep informed 
and alert are: 

1. Enforcement of food, drug, 
and cosmetic products Act of 
June, 1938, which is now 


being put off until two years 


after its passage. 

2. Ratification of Child Labor 
Amendment which the Su- 
preme Court ruled on June 5 
is still pending available for 
action by States. 

3. Reciprocal Trade Program 
which is being hampered and 
continuously attacked. 

4. Merit System in Government 
Services, extension of which 
seems to be hindered by 
straight party voting, the 
chief split coming over meth- 
od of handling persons now 
holding exempted positions. 

5. Federal control of manufac- 
ture of and traffic in arms and 
munitions. 

6. State laws prohibiting com- 
pulsory block-booking and 
blind-selling in leasing of mo- 
tion picture films. 

7. Keep on the alert concerning 
N.Y.A. and W.P.A. services 
to young people. 

8. Keep alert concerning ques- 
tions of taxation in our re- 
spective areas. 
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The committee is informed that 
chances of Federal aid bills passing are 
very good. Additional impetus furnished 
by Delta Kappa Gamma may be just 
what will be needed. Our second concern 
of last year did not get enough help, 
for in June the Office of Education was 
transferred to the Federal Security 
Agency, together with five other groups. 
With sufficient interest from the educa- 
tion profession it will not be submerged. 
A dynamic, united profession could do 
wonders.

Report of the Chairman of the 
Committee on the Constitution 


Madam Chairman and Members of the | 


Convention: 


At our last convention, at Denver, in 
June, 1938, the vote of chapters and 
officers was taken on six amendments 
to the Constitution; of these, four were 
carried and two were lost. The text of 
these amendments is given on pages 
7-10 of the Bulletin for June, 1938, and 
the report of the vote on the amend- 
ments appears in the November Bulletin, 
1938, page 8. The amendments which 
carried were incorporated into the Con- 
stitution, in the edition of the Con- 
stitution, published in 1939. As these 
made but few changes and these changes 
are available to all members through the 
Bulletin, I recommend that the new edi- 
tion of the Constitution be furnished 
only to new members, as our former 
members have the edition of 1937; but 
that two copies of the 1939 edition be 
sent to each organization, free of charge, 
on request of its president, for use of 
chapter and state officers. 

Amendment I, which failed to carry, 
was the proposal to reduce the $3.00 
dues for those who join Delta Kappa 
Gamma late in the scholastic year. As 
this proposal has twice been made and 
has been twice defeated, it seems useless 
to submit it again in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

Amendment IV, also lost, was the pro- 
posal to establish a fund from which 
prizes or awards could be offered by 
Delta Kappa Gamma for educational re- 
search or for educational writings of 
unusual merit. It seems likely that this 
proposal did not receive sufficient con- 
sideration; it had a majority affirmative 
vote, but not the necessary two-thirds 
vote. The proposal for a slight increase 


in fees (twenty-five cents per member) 
probably also aroused opposition. 

Believing that this proposal has merit, 

and that the stimulation of educational 
research is in line with the purposes of 
Delta Kappa Gamma and would do much 
to add to our prestige in a scholastic 
way, I recommend further consideration 
of this proposed change. If the cause 
of opposition was the proposed slight 
increase of fees, this fund might be 
gradually amassed by placing in the 
fund, one-half of the royalties received 
from the Balfour Company, and giving 
the remaining half to the Scholarship 
Fund. I, therefore, recommend this pro- 
posal for future consideration, including 
the new suggestion for financing the 
plan. 
Three other proposals for amendments 
were offered this year. These appear in 
the June Bulletin, 1939, in the Presi- 
dent’s Message on page 2. As none of 
the suggestions received hearty support, 
they were not submitted by the Presi- 
dent. 

From past experience, the following 
statements appear to be true in regard 
to amendments to our Constitution: 

1. Delta Kappa Gamma is a large 
organization, consisting of more than 
10,000 members and pledges, and 322 
chapters in thirty-five states. It would 
not be possible to frame a Constitution 
that exactly suits each chapter or each 
member. 

2. Members should propose amend- 
ments only after considering the need 
of such changes, in the light of the best 


interests of the entire organization. 


8. Amendments for which a wide- 
spread need does not exist, are unlikely 
to pass. 

4. It is the province of the National 
President to submit amendments for a 
vote, and all such proposals should be 
sent to her. 

5. The President has stated that she 
will make public such proposals, but will 
submit only those which appear to have 
considerable support. 

6. Therefore, the procedure of mem- 
bers in securing the submission of 
amendments which they advocate is as 
follows: 

(a) To send to the President the text 

of such proposals. 

(b) To write to the President advo- 
cating the submission of proposed 
amendments which they desire to 
see adopted. 

(Note. As only four members of the 
Committee on the Constitution, in addi- 
tion to the chairman, were present at 
the convention, and the chairman, though 
she made an effort to get a meeting of 
the committee, did not succeed in this, 
the chairman offered this report chiefly 
as a means of information, as the report 
of the chairman and not as the joint 
report of the committee. It was approved 
by both the Executive Board and the 
Convention.)

Report of the 
Committee on Publications 
August 31, 1939 


E Committee on Publications is re- 

sponsible (1) for collecting facts con- 
cerning the work of women in Delta 
Kappa Gamma and in education, and 
concerning education in general, for use 
by the editor of the Bulletin; and (2) 
for the performance of such duties re- 
lating to the publications of the National 
Organization as may be delegated to it 
by the President. 

During the past year the work of the 
Committee has been negligible, being 
limited to assisting the Executive Sec- 
retary with re-prints of the various 
bulletins previously issued, in the proc- 
ess of which obsolete material was re- 
placed as needed to bring the publica- 
tions up to date. 

The National President has indicated 
to this committee the possibility of two 
new types of bulletins, — (1) one in- 
tended to foster the growing interest in 
the collection of data concerning pioneer 
women in education in the various states 
by making available to all chapters the 
facts already assembled in connection 
with the pioneer doll exhibits prepared 
annually for the National conventions; 
and (2) a second, which is intended to 
give support to the program sponsored by 
the National Program Committee, con- 
sisting of bulletins or pamphlets in a 
form suitable for circulation among our 
own members and also among other 
educational or research bodies to sup- 
plement the educational research arti- 
cles and studies which are to appear in 
the Bulletin.

Mrs. Ella Caruthers Porter 


National Honorary Member of Delta 
Kappa Gamma, Founder of the Texas 
Congress of Parents and Teachers. 


Mrs. Ella Caruthers Porter, beioved 
National Honorary member of the Delta 
Kappa Gamma Society, founder of the 
Texas Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
revered citizen of Texas, passed away 
at her home in Dallas, Texas, July 26, 
1939. To her many friends in Texas 
and in the Nation at large, her death 
came as a great shock, for in spite of 
several months of ill health preceding 
her passing, Mrs. Porter had continued 
her work for the organization to which 
she had devoted the best efforts of a 
large part of her life. Mrs. Porter is 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. Lillian 
Porter Butler and Mrs. Lester A. Rus- 
sell of Dallas, and by one grand-daugh- 
ter, Miss Lillian Butler. 


Mrs. Porter organized the first moth- 
er’s club in Texas at Hillsboro in 1894. 
She was the first state president of the 
Texas Congress of Mothers and Parent- 
Teachers Association, and, on retiring 
from this office, she was made honorary 
state president, and life member of the 
state executive board. In 1923 she gave 
to the organization $5,000, which was 
matched by the congress with a like 
sum raised by its members. This en- 

_dowment was used for congress exten- 
sion work and has accomplished untold 
good in the state. 


Mrs. J. K. Pettengill, President of the 
National Congress of Parent-Teachers’ 
Associations, with whom Mrs. Porter 
was associated as Honorary National 
Vice-President, in her message to the 
bereaved family characterized Mrs. Por- 
ter as one whose life had been devoted 
-unselfishly to the people and the cause 
that she held dear. 


Bishop John M. Moore, who conducted 
her funeral services, spoke of her as 
one whose life was passed upon a high 
plane of service to others, and as a 
great teacher, one who taught the truth, 
who fostered high thinking and living 
a good life, and who, as her chief work, 
gave herself to the cause of education 
and to promoting the welfare of the 
child. 


Beautiful in person, gracious in man- 
ner, kind of heart, devoted to her 
friends, courageous in the face of ob- 
stacles, Mrs. Porter was the possessor 
of rare powers of leadership, and her 
influence was steadily directed towards 
the fostering of better schools, better 
homes, and better citizens in her own 
state and in the nation. 

From the beginnings of the Delta 
Kappa Gamma Society, Mrs. Porter was 
its devoted friend. She was ever ap- 
preciative of her own membership and 
eager to aid the organization in every

possible way. When the drive to in- 
crease the national scholarship fund was 
begun in 1938, she made the first of the 
voluntary contributions, a gift of $50, 
the largest single contribution of any 
individual member.

Mrs. Porter was a good friend; it 
follows that she had a host of friends 
who loved her devotedly and who mourn 
her loss.

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The Seriousness of Neglect of 
Official Duties 


ALARGE organization like the Delta 


Kappa Gamma Society can carry on 
its activities efficiently, without waste, 
only if each person charged with respon- 
sibilities does her part efficiently and 
promptly. While most of our officers are 
of the prompt and efficient type, Delta 
Kappa Gamma often finds it impossible to 
carry out any undertaking promptly, be- 
cause of failure on the part of a good 
many officers to read plain directions and 
to perform promptly the duties which 
they have undertaken. This failure is 
manifestly unfair to both State and 
National undertakings. 


One instance of this is the failure to 
pay bills properly. Is it fair to force 
National officers to send repeated notices 
before they can collect amounts due from 
State organizations and chapters? When 
a procedure is set up for paying obliga- 
tions, is it fair for presidents and treas- 
urers to need several notices and expla- 
nations before they will follow the gen- 
eral plan? 

A special example of this is failure to 
pay Bulletin bills promptly.. To some 
chapters, the editor has been forced to 
send four notices of amounts due, with- 
out yet receiving payment. She cannot, 
therefore, make her own report complete. 
Presidents and Treasurers knew in April 
that Bulletin space in the June issue 
must be paid for. Before leaving for a 
vacation, could they not have made some 
arrangement for paying the bill? Would 
they leave their personal obligations un- 
paid for three or four months? 


A new procedure, simpler than that 
followed in the past has been set up for 
paying bills. Any president or treasurer 
can follow this. But many presidents 
have left instructions unread, and many 
have failed to send to their treasurers 
the instruction sheets sent for that pur- 
pose. Each one might ask herself, “If I 
am busy, how much busier are State and 
National officers?”, and might show 
more consideration in future. 


Any chapter that delays the payment 
of bills until it can hold a meeting and 
approve them, is following an antiquated 
and hampering procedure. That set up 
by Delta Kappa Gamma is the more 
modern practice of making an annual 
budget, authorizing the president and the 
treasurer to pay the bills as presented, 
and having at each business meeting, a 
report of bills paid. . 


Another instance is failure to send in 
correct addresses of members and officers 
so that the Bulletin and other materials 
may reach them promptly. This is partly 
due to neglect of members and partly to 
officers’ disregard of duty. : 


This year a larger proportion of chap- 
ter presidents have been changed. Many 
former presidents have failed, even to 
this date, to send addresses of the new 


presidents, and many have failed to send 
to the new president the four letters of 
instruction and information sent out this 
fall from Headquarters and intended for 
whoever is the chapter president now. 


Fewer than half of the chapter presi- 
dents have, at the present date, sent, 
this fall, corrected addresses of chapter 
members, though 10,000 addresses should 
be checked with the addressograph plates 
before the November Bulletin is mailed; 
and new plates must be ordered for all 
who have changed addresses; and the 
mailing date is less than three weeks’ 
distant. Perhaps neglectful chapter mem- 
bers who won’t answer letters are at 
fault here. Cannot we educate each chap- 
ter member to the necessity of sending 
to the president her correct address, as 
soon as she is settled in September? 


Delta Kappa Gamma has undertaken 
the publication of a new Directory. Spe- 
cific directions have been sent to all 
State and chapter presidents as to prep- 
aration of their own lists for the Direc- 
tory. This instruction was specific and 
included examples of the form chosen. 
Why is not this form as easy to follow 
as any other? If it were followed, no 
copying for the Directory would be need- 
ed. Much time and expense would be 
saved by using the original lists. 


Yet, at the present time, less than half 
of the chapter lists have come in, and 
about one-fourth of these are in a form 
probably selected by a stenographer— 
certainly not the form requested. This 
form was selected for the Directory be- 
cause it is space-saving. All incorrect 
lists must be copied before using, as we 
cannot use in the Directory a different 
form for each organization—at least it 
would not look well. 


The Executive Secretary has sent to 
each president a supply of order blanks, 
with full directions for ordering supplies 
and paying bills. All were requested to 
destroy old order blanks and use only 
the new ones. There were good reasons 
for this request. Yet orders still come 
on old order blanks, on post cards, on 
note paper, and embedded in the middle 
of letters where they may be overlooked. 
This disregard of the plan set up for 
ordering materials upsets the filing sys- 
tem, and sometimes causes orders to be 
overlooked. 


Another point is air-mail orders. All 


have been informed that the National 
organization does not pay air-mail post- 
age on orders. Those making a request 
that a package be sent via air-mail, must 
refund the postage. Yet often those send- 
ing reckless orders in haste are in utter 
ignorance of what such packages will 
cost, and complain when the bills come 
in. At Headquarters, we feel under obli- 
gations to do as you request. If you 
order a package to be sent by air-mail, 
special delivery, it will be sent that way 
as soon as the materials can be mailed. 
If you make such a request, please don’t 
complain of the cost. 


Another instance is the difficulty of 
getting any kind of report from officials 
of Delta Kappa Gamma. A full report 
can never be made by a National officer, 
because too many Presidents fail to do 
their duty in making their reports on 
time. 

The last instance which the editor will 
mention is the failure to send Bulletin 
materials on time. This failure results 
in delay in mailing the Bulletin, and our 
members complain when it is late. Why 
is it not just as easy to get up materials 
on time as to send them from one to 
three weeks late? 

Well, we are all busy. Performing our 
duties on time is often dependent upon 
other people who just won’t reply to 
letters. Does not the Executive Secre- 
tary and editor herself make many mis- 
takes? Yes, she is frequently in error. 
The attitude of her office is, “We try to 
serve you promptly. When we make mis- 
takes we are sorry, and acknowledge 
them frankly. We will excuse your errors 
if you will forgive ours.” 

On the other hand, the editor desires 
to say that never previously have Bulle- 
tin materials come in in such good form 
as this fall. Never have so many new offi- 
cers expressed a desire to cooperate. And 
never have so many address lists been 
sent in the form requested. We are 
learning to read, and we are improving 
in cooperation all the time. As we are 
teachers, we know that perfect coopera- 
tion cannot be expected from any group. 
Yet this article is written in the hope 
that those who err from thoughtlessness 
may in the future show more considera- 
tion for those charged with heavier re- 
sponsibilities.

Another member on this cruise, Miss 
Sarah Grigsby, states: 

“Surprise number one as to this cruise 
was that of the more than seven hun- 
dred fifty passenger on the S. S. Rotter- 
dam, twenty-five were Delta Kappa 
Gamma members. Surprise number two 
was that these twenty-five members 
could take a fifty-three day cruise and 
still have enough change left to con- 
tribute $12.00 to the National Scholar- 
ship fund. More remarkable yet—these 
same twenty-five members actually 
learned to know each other by sight 
and by name. It was no surprise, how- 
ever, that this group included the rank 
and file of teachers and many that are 
holding important administrative and 
supervisory positions.

September. Presidents should read 
the circular letters sent by National 
officers and committees, get all changes 
in members’ addresses, and send these 
to State and National Presidents and 
to the editor of the Bulletin. This is the 
month to plan the year’s work, and make 
year books. 

October. Chapter and State Presi- 
dents should check up on supplies, esti- 
mate chapter needs, and send in orders 
for supplies. Plans for increasing mem- 
bership should be made and prospective 
members selected. October 1 to De- 
cember 1 is the period for paying dues. 
Chapter boards should set the date; the 
treasurer should send notices. October 
1 is the date when materials for the 
November Bulletin should reach the 
editor. It is a good month to buy our 
song book and begin sing-songs. 

November. Many State Education 
Associations meet in this month. Delta 
Kappa Gammas should have a break- 
fast, luncheon, or banquet for each. This 
is the month to read the new Bulletin 
and discover new plans and new events 
in Delta Kappa Gamma. It is gratify- 
ing to note how much better the news 
letters from your state are than are 
news letters from chapters in any other 
state. This is usually a month of in- 
itiations. Some chapters give a Thanks- 
giving offering to their scholarship fund. 
This is a good month to persuade mem- 
bers who did not receive the Bulletin 
to send their correct addresses to the 
editor. 


November, 


December. December 1 is the date 
when materials for the January Bulletin 
should reach the editor. It is a good 
month for committee work to begin to 
show results. December 1 is the date 
when unpaid fees and dues become de- 
linquent. Many chapters have Christ- 
mas parties in this month. 

January. This is another year! The 
calendar will be continued. Write the 
editor what you think should be listed 
for this and the other months. Make 
suggestions as to items that should 
have been added for the preceding 
months.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Under this head are given replies to 
questions sent by members, when the 
questions seem to be of general interest. 

Question. Why is it incorrect to use 
the term State Chapter and National 
Chapter? 


Answer. A chapter of Delta Kappa 
Gamma is a local organization; it is the 
unit of the Delta Kappa Gamma Society. 
The state and the national organizations 
are larger circles or federations includ- 
ing, usually, a number of chapters. A 
state organization includes the State 
Founders, State officers, State members, 
and all chapters within the State. The 
national organization includes the Na- 
tional Founders, national officers, na- 
tional members, and all of the chapters 
in all of the states. In a chapter, rep- 
resentation is by members; in a state 
organization it is by chapters, each chap- 
ter having one vote for each five mem- 
bers; and in the national organization 
it is by states, each state having one 
vote for each five members. 

* * * 


Question. May a chapter member pro- 
pose to the chapter the name of a pros- 
pective member, without submitting her 
name to the Membership Committee? 


Answer. Such an action is discour- 
teous to the Membership Committee. A 
chapter may not vote upon admitting 
anyone to membership who-is not ap- 
proved by the Membership Committee. 
In case a member proposes any person 
for membership without having formally 
submitted such person’s name to the 
Membership Committee, the President 
should not allow action to be taken, but 
should refer the matter to the Member- 
ship Committee. It is not the right of 
chapter members to propose to the chap- 
ter names of prospective members. Such 
names should be submitted to the Mem- 
bership Committee on the proper blanks. 
The committee should not, without good 
cause, refuse to recommend members 
proposed; but the decision cf the com- 
mittee is final, and no member has the 
right to demand of the committee its 
reasons for failing to recommend any 
member proposed. The function of the 
committee is to examine into the quali- 
fications of members proposed, and to 
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ascertain whether each is likely to be ac- 
cepted by the members. It should largely 
prevent blackballing. When the quota of 
a chapter is so nearly filled that all pro- 
posed members cannot, be admitted, the 
committee should recommend for the va- 
cancies, the most desirable of the mem- 
bers suggested, and place the others 
upon a waiting list. 

* * 


Question. Is it objectionable for a 
member to ask a friend if she would 
like to join the Delta Kappa Gamma 
Society? 

Answer. No member has authority to 
do this except organizing officers. In ad- 
dition, such action may prove embarrass- 
ing to the member. If her friend desires 
to join Delta Kappa Gamma, and should 
be rejected by the chapter, the result 
would be embarrassing to the impulsive 
member. 

Question. When a member states to 
anyone outside the chapter that any per- 
son proposed for membership has been 
blackballed, what action should be taken? 

Answer. On such a rumor, the Chap- 
ter President should appoint a committee 
to make investigation. If the member is 
found guilty of having made such an as- 
sertion, she should be expelled from the 


chapter. 
* * * 


Question. Ifa chapter prefers a small 
membership, why should it enlarge its 
membership to reach its quota? 

Answer.. While the chapter may choose 
its own members according to the pre- 
scribed procedure, it has obligations to 
the state and the national organizations. 


The Constitution requires all chapters to ~ 


hold at least two initiations per year 
until the quota is filled. The state and 
National organizations do not permit a 
clannish chapter to hamper Delta Kappa 
Gamma development. It is the policy of 
the National organization to fill quotas 
as rapidly as well qualified members can 
be secured. “Slow but sure” is some- 
times a mere excuse for inactivity. In 
such cases, after a reasonable time, the 
State or the National organization forms 
other chapters in the same territory. 


A Good Chapter President 


HIS is the year of chapter elections, 

and, consequently, a time of new chap- 
ter presidents. It is almost a truism to 
repeat, “As is the chapter president, so 
is the chapter.” The most common cause 
of the decline and death of chapters is 
a president who has no sense of re- 
sponsibility for the work which she has 
accepted. Probably the chief factor in 
developing a growing, interested, effec- 
tive chapter is fine leadership in the 
president. The second factor, obviously, 
is a group of wide-awake, cooperative 
members, who stand squarely behind 
their president, each ready to take her 
part in all Delta Kappa Gamma activi- 
ties. 


Each president soon becomes known in 
State and National circles as a president 
of the type just described as good, or as 
the opposite; she is known, by action and 
cooperation, as an officer with whom it is 
easy and delightful to work; or she soon 
makes an impression upon State and Na- 
tional officers as being a neglectful, pro- 
crastinating person with little sense of 
duty, and but light regard for the vows 
which she has taken, both as a member 
and as an officer. In addition, her own 
members soon recognize that her indiffer- 
ence and neglect of duty are causing a 
decline in chapter prestige and interest, 
and begin privately to admit to one an- 
other the fact that at the last election, 
they made a serious mistake. 

Many new presidents are writing to 
the editor, messages similar to the fol- 
lowing: “I am a new president, but I am 
anxious to serve my chapter efficiently, 
and to be of use to the whole Delta Kap- 
pa organization. I shall be glad to have 
any suggestions that you can offer.” It 
is in response to such requests as this, 
that the editor has made the following 
points as to a good chapter president: 


A Good Chapter President 


1. She advises with her Board, and 
in the selection of committees, she 
chooses those members best fitted to 
work upon the committee to which she 
appoints them. She checks up regularly 
with committee chairmen to ascertain 
if each committee is performing the 
proper functions. 


2. She studies the Constitution and 


- the Handbook, lists her duties, and tries 


to perform them regularly and promptly. 

8. She reads carefully all communi- 
cations from State and National officers; 
she makes notes of all information in 
these letters that should be conveyed to 
her chapter, and gives this to her mem- 
bers at the next chapter meeting. 

4. She works with her program com- 
mittee, and requires that each year’s 
program shall include the plans adopted 
by both the State and National organi- 
zation, as well as specific chapter under- 
takings, and sees to it also, that the social 
side of Delta Kappa Gamma life is not 
neglected. She impresses upon all mem- 
bers the idea that chapter meeting dates 
are preferred engagements with which 
other interests should not be permitted 
to interfere. 

5. She advises her members to read 
the Bulletin regularly, that they may 
know their sorority, its leaders, and 
members in all parts of the country. She 
has the chapter-file of the Bulletin bound 
each year. 

6. When bills are sent, or fees are 
due, she confers promptly with her treas- 
urer, and sees that chapter financial ob- 
ligations are met without delay. She 
does not force State or National officers 
to send her a second, third, or fourth 
notice. She sees that the prescribed 
procedure is followed in paying bills or 
sending fees. 


7. She appoints as Chairman of Let- 


ters one of the chapter’s best writers. 
She notes the dates when chapter news 
letters are due. With her committee 
she attends to the preparation of news 
letters for the Bulletin and ascertains — 
that these have been mailed in time to 
reach the editor by the date set. 

8. She sends in on time her reports 
to State and National officers. 

9. When she has occasion to write to 
a State or National officer, she places on 
the letter her name and full address. She 
knows that they, too, are busy and does 
not force them to search their files to 
get this simple information. 

10. When she is asked to send infor- 
mation, she has this prepared in the 
exact form suggested, and gets it in by 
the date set. She understands that when 
she follows directions, she saves time 


‘and money for both the State and Na- 


tional organizations; her lists and re- 
ports can always be used without labori- 
ous, expensive copying. 

11. In planning chapter activities, she 
does not use those set apart as special 
prerogatives of the State and National 
organizations. 

12. She never offers the excuse that 
she is too “busy” to attend to her duties. 
She knows that all members of Delta 
Kappa Gamma are busy; if they were 
not busy enough to be successful teach- 
ers, they would not have been selected 
for membership. If she cannot find time 
to perform her duties as president, she 
resigns her office to someone who can. 

13. With her treasurer, she estimates 
the annual income of her chapter, and 
she makes a budget which will use. this 
income to the best advantage. This 
should include paying the president’s 
expenses, at least, to the State conven- 
tion. She presents this budget to her 
executive board for discussion and adop- 
tion and, thereafter, the payment of 
bills is reported to the chapter, but does 
await a chapter meeting. 

14. Knowing the value of Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma songs in developing the Delta 
Kappa Gamma spirit, she has sing-songs 
regularly at chapter meetings and en- 
courages her members to learn the words 
of many of our songs. 

15. Whenever possible, she attends 
National, State and Regional meetings, 
and urges her members who can afford 
to do so, to attend such gatherings. 

16. She holds frequent drills upon 
the Constitution, the Handbook, and the 
Greek alphabet, until her members are 
well-versed in sorority affairs. 

17. She looks ahead, notes what will 
be needed, and orders materials well in 
advance of chapter needs. She uses the 
printed order blanks in sending orders 
for materials. 

18. She answers promptly letters 
from State or National officers. 


19. She realizes that an initiation is 
an important, beautiful, and serious 
ceremony, and she requires her officers 
and the Initiation Committee, to prac- 
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tice for each initiation until it can be 
conducted perfectly. 

20. She realizes the importance of 
beautiful paraphernalia in the matter 
of chapter prestige, and encourages her 
chapter to use its permanent fund, from 
year to year, to purchase needed chapter 
equipment. 

21. She knows that establishing 
scholarships is one of the most important 
of Delta Kappa Gamma purposes, and 
she regularly plans an annual chapter 
entertainment to raise money for scholar- 
ships, in addition to the payment of the 
scholarship fees. 

22. Considering proper newspaper 
publicity important in building up and 
maintaining Delta Kappa Gamma pres- 
tige, she appoints from her membership 
a capable reporter who sends to the 
press, regular accounts of chapter activi- 
ties. 


23. She holds regular monthly chap- 
ter meetings during the school session, 
as she realizes that regular work is 
needed for the accomplishment of Delta 
Kappa Gamma purposes. 

24. She follows the Constitution in 
holding two initiations per year until the 
chapter quota is filled. 

25. She develops a National-minded 
chapter by urging the consideration of 
each matter from the standpoint of what 
is best for the entire organization of 
Delta Kappa Gamma, rather than from 
a narrow point of view of chapter prefer- 
ence alone. 

And not only her members, but also 
State and National officers “rise up and 
call her blessed,” for as are the chapters, 
so also are the State and National or- 
ganizations.

Texas Does It Again! 


— fortunate enough to be present 
at the Texas State Convention held 
at Mineral Wells in 1936 will long re- 
member that poignant moment when 
Eula Lee Carter announced the com- 
pletion of Texas’ first scholarship fund 
of six thousand dollars and the naming 
of this fund as the Annie Webb Blanton 
Delta Kappa Gamma Scholarship Fund. 

In the interim, this scholarship fund, 
established at the University of Texas, 
has in its usefulness amply justified the 
dreams and hopes of our members. To 
date, three awards have been made for 
the long-term sessions of the University, 
namely, to Miss Flora Mueller in 1937- 
1988; to Miss Mary Alyne Key in 1938- 
1939; and to Miss Dorothy Cox in 1939- 
1940. Four summer school awards of 
fifty dollars each have been made: to 
Mrs. J. L. Woodfin, 1937; to Misses 
Johnnie Shirley and Othella Denman in 
1988; and to Miss Stather Elliott in 
1939. 


It is with pride and a great deal of 
satisfaction that we may announce at 
this time the completion during the sum- 
mer of a second scholarship fund of 
$6,000.00. By written vote of the State 
Executive Board, this fund has been 
established at the University of Texas, 
where it will be invested so that its ac- 
crued interest will be available for use 
in 1940. 

It should be noted in passing that 
this fund awaits the disposition of the 
Texas State Organization as it meets 
in annual convention next year in Hous- 
ton as to its name and the manner of 
disbursement. 

. As you may know, the scholarship 
fund derives its major income from the 
annual scholarship fee paid by all mem- 
bers in the state and from the annual 
chapter fee to the state. Not a little 
credit, however, for the completion of

this second fund is due those chapters, 
cognizant of the futility of establishing 
even a fund of $1,500 within the near 
future, which voted to give their local 
scholarship funds to the state fund. 

Examples of this type of local action 
relative to scholarship funds are the 
recent actions of Beta Rho Chapter in 
Wichita County, Xi Chapter in William- 
son County, and Alpha Lambda of Kings- 
ville. Their respective checks of $84.35 
and $61.98 and $88.20 will give our third 
fund a wholesome boost. 

February has long been set aside as 
the month in which to sponsor some 
money-making activity for the scholar- 
ship fund, whether state or local. Per- 
haps an awareness of this extraordinary 
feat, the accumulation of $12,000.00 in 
the brief span of ten years, will stimu- 
late chapters to renewed activity in this 
connection. 

Certainly, Texas members may point 
with justifiable pride to these two schol- 
arship funds, the more so as we have 
incorporated into our Constitution (Arti- 
cle XI, Section 8) that “Scholarships of 
Delta Kappa Gamma shall be gifts and 
not loans. No scholarship fund of Delta 
Kappa Gamma shall be used as a loan 
fund to aid any person.” 

To whom, then, is this aid extended? 
Again quoting from the Constitution 
(Article XI, Section 10), “Recipients of 
all Delta Kappa Gamma scholarships 
shall be members of the .Delta Kappa 
Gamma Society. . . . Preference shall be 
given to those who desire to use the 
scholarship in defraying the expenses of 
advanced college work and in prepara- 
tion for teaching.” 

Application forms are available on 
request to the state president. Since 
the form with requisite data must be in 
the hands of the committee on scholar- 
ships by April 15th, it might be well for 
those Texans interested in the award to 
acquaint themselves now with the re- 
quirements in detail. 

The Texas pioneer doll for 1939 was 
presented by the Kappa Chapter of El 
Paso. A sketch of Miss Katie Moore 
appears elsewhere. Alpha Chapter of 
Austin has requested and received per- 
mission to present the 1940 doll, which 
will*represent Miss Margaret Reilly, a 
pioneer teacher and principal of Austin. 

Chapter presidents should note that 
the Texas State organization has a 
bulletin on Pioneer Women Teachers of 
Texas. This is sent free, on application 
to the Texas Executive Secretary, Miss 
Eula Lee Carter, 704 West Second Street, 
Fort Worth.

By virtue of action on the part of the 
State Executive Board in Dallas, April 
of this year, teaching position and not 
residence determines one’s membership 
in a given chapter and territory. Let 
us hope that this represents a trend 
toward broader concepts of membership 
and loyalties to Delta Kappa Gamma. 

Some members may think that the 
process of transferring is as cumbersome 
as the fabled moving of the Ark, yet 
it is reasonably simple: the member 
sends evidence of membership in good 
standing—either the membership dues 
receipt or a statement from her chap- 
ter president or treasurer to that effect 
—and requests the change from Chapter 
A to Chapter B. (Do not be easily 
discouraged: I had to transfer twice 
before I caught on!) 

In the meantime, no one has the 
authority to transfer members whose 
dues are in arrears, and your state 
president has neither the authority nor 
the desire to infringe upon the recent 
action of the Executive Board relative 
to membership.

Texas and Texans 
at the Convention 


RTY-SEVEN Texans, representing 
fourteen chapters, travelled an esti- 
mated 117,500 miles to have a part in 


the celebration of Delta Kappa Gamma’s 
tenth birthday. And such a celebra- 
tion it was! 


Three of our Founders (Mamie Bas- 
tian, Annie Webb Blanton, and Lalla 
Odom) were there and it was splendid 
to see how all honored and respected 
them. Dr. Blanton made reports as 
Executive Secretary and as editor of the 
Bulletin. These reports will appear 
elsewhere in the Bulletin so prove 
that you can read by following instruc- 
tions. 

Bernita Minkwitz made such an ex- 
cellent report on the state of the treas- 
ury that the Executive Board recom- 
mended and the Convention approved, 
that sufficient monies be transferred 
from the Available Fund to the Scholar- 
ship Fund to provide for our first na- 
tional scholarship of $20,000. It was 
named the Annie Webb Blanton Na- 
tional Scholarship of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma with only one dissenting vote — Dr. 
Blanton was the dissenter. 

Dr. Southall allowed each state two 
minutes for her report. Catherine Clack 
had accomplished so much that I was 
hard pressed to tell it all in that length 
of time but I talked fast and furiously 
of our 85 chapters, 3000 members, and 
12 regional meetings and climaxed the 
report by announcing the establishment 
of our second State Scholarship at the 
University of Texas. I was happy to 
have such an achievement to report. 

We had three state officers at the 
convention: Eula Lee Carter, Stather 
Elliott, and Mary Compton. Eula Lee 
made us all rejoice when she presented 
the March of Dimes check to Dr. Blan- 
ton. How proud we shall be of that 
portrait! 

Phyllis Ellis was chairman of Pub- 
licity and that meant that she was here, 
there, and everywhere gathering news 
for the Asheville papers and the D. K. G. 
Convention Gleanings. Her camera 
clicked so many times that she should 
have rare gems to show at regional 
meeting. 

Dr. Clara Parker proved to be a source 
of strength on more than one occasion. 
It was she who presented Miss Katie 
Moore of El Paso (Texas’s Pioneer 
Woman Doll) to the Convention; and 
it was she who wrote the twelve lines 
of verse needed for the Presidents’ Din- 
ner. With Dr. Parker’s witty verse to 
read and with Mamie Bastian to lead the 
singing of the Eyes of Texas I am sure 
Texas made a favorable impression. 

Epsilon Chapter had fifteen members 
present, Alpha and Delta each had five, 
and Psi had three. Mrs. Estelle Thrift 
of San Antonio was our only State 
Honorary member present. We were 
all glad that we could make the trip to 
Asheville, celebrate our birthday with 
our sisters from other states, and see 
the beautiful Smokies; but we missed 
you that were not there.

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Texas Pioneer Doll, 1939 


MISS KATIE MOORE 
(Mrs. W. R. Brown) 


_ pioneer doll presented by Texas 
at the National Convention at Ashe- 
ville, was a present from the Kappa 
Chapter of El Paso. El Paso claims 


the unique distinction of a lady of firsts. 


in the person of Mrs. W. R. Brown, pio- 
neer resident of this city. Member of 
El Paso’s first high school graduating 
class in 1887, Mrs. Brown, then Katie 
Moore, went on to annex a list of 
“first” titles, as follows: First teacher 
of public school music in El Paso, and 
in the State of Texas; first to use, in 
this state, the first series of music 
readers for public schools published in 
the United States. 


In the course of propagating these 
cultural professional ideals, Miss Katie 
gained notoriety in city and state by 
riding a bicycle to expedite her work, 
and thus became the first woman bi- 
cycle rider in El Paso, and the first 
woman to use a bicycle for business 
purposes in the State of Texas. 


The study of music in El Paso Public 
Schools was introduced by Superintend- 
ent Esterly, who invited his first sweet 
girl graduate to teach the new course. 
Miss Moore, since her graduation, had 
been in San Diego, California, studying 
music under the direction of Julia Car- 
roll Rice, first supervisor of public school 
music in that state. She returned to 
El Paso and began her work in 1890, 
when the city boasted but two public 
school buildings, the old Central School, 
which was later purchased by the Elks 
and used as their club building for many 
years, and the Mesa School, now known 
as the Bailey School. Between the two 
schools was a sandy waste, dotted with 
scrubby mesquite and connected only 
by a footpath and a wagon track. 
Franklin School was built about three 
years later, and added to the transpor- 
tation difficulties of the new music teach- 
er, who was attempting to give a lesson 
every other day to each of seven grades 
in two of the buildings and to eleven 
grades in the third. El Paso at that time 
had no paved streets, no sidewalks ex- 
cept a few wooden ones in front of the 
principal stores, and its only public 
means of transportation was a mule car 


which carried passengers to Juarez. In 
the face of such difficulties, “Miss Katie,” 
as the children called her, conceived a 
brilliant but daring inspiration. 


With the approval of Superintendent 
G. P. Putnam, of blessed memory, Miss 
Katie ordered her first bicycle. Such a 
contraption as a vehicle of locomotion for 
women had been introduced by a few 
daring women in the East, who also af- 
fected the bloomer costume, and thus 
made themselves subject to unfavorable 
criticism by pulpit, public, and press. 


Their El Paso adherent dared not at- 
tempt both innovations at one time, yet 
a suitable costume for daily bicycle wear 
was necessary, for the long, ground- 
sweeping skirts of that period were ab- 
solutely impracticable. So Miss Moore 


evolved a modest compromise: bloomers, 


to be sure, but discreetly covered by a 
skirt, daringly short—above the ankles! 
—and fastened down the front so it 
could be opened a teeny bit at the lower 
edge, to enable its wearer to mount and 
dismount her unfeminine mechanism. 
With this went a Gibson-style shirtwaist, 
a high ribbon stock, a prim, narrow- 
brimmed sailor hat, and a jacket for cool 
weather. The suit was navy blue and the 
blouse light and washable. Thus attired, 
Miss Katie Moore pedaled industriously 
to her daily task—Extract from the 
El Paso Times. 


—— year has opened its door 
to you and to me. As we enter, 
may we be thoroughly conscious that it 
offers new opportunities for service.

Each 
chapter has accepted a special responsi- 
bility, and every indication is that the 
convention will be a great one.

May I urge Alabama chapters to fol- 
low the program plan suggested by 
National. As we make this study of 
our profession, may we as individuals 
resolve to grow in the profession and to 
make the profession grow through us.

‘papers, “The Missouri Club 
Women” and “School and Com- 
munity.” (Copies of such arti- 
cles should be sent to the state 
and national program chair- 
men) 

4. To help organize a Speakers’ 
Bureau, state-wide in scope. The 
names and addresses together 
with the topics which each han- 
dles most skillfully should be 
sent to the State Program 
Chairman, who will have mimeo- 
graphed lists made and dis- 
tributed to the chapters. (It 
will be surprising what latent 
talent we have) 

5. To send to your State Chairman 
copies of your chapter pro- 
grams, of mimeographed mater- 
ials on studies made and news- 
paper clippings of achievement 
of members. (Whether in the 
name of the Society or not) 

Miss Pauline Humphreys is Chairman 
of the Program Committee. 

The Executive Board authorized the 
President to keep a list of the Stories 
of Women Teachers who have Pioneered 
in Education in Missouri on file. This 
list will be available to any Chapter 
President, who can use it. 

May I remind each Founder that, 
along with the privileges of Delta Kappa 
Gamma, certain duties and responsibili- 
ties are attached.

We have been fortunate in securing 
as members the executive secretaries of 
several of the national organizations 
which have head-quarters in Washing- 
ton, members of the staff at the United 
States Office of Education, national staff 
members of the N.E.A., and other women 
of unusual distinction. We have been 
careful to preserve the balance of inter- 
ests which makes for a desirable or- 
ganization. We have attempted con- 
sistently to keep the number of members 
representing each field of educational 


interest as evenly distributed as possi- 
ble, so that the result is that our or- 
ganization has a fine cross-section of 
all educational interests, ranging from 
the kindergarten through the university, 
as well as many other educational agen- 
cies. 


In addition to the re-organization and 
the expansion of which I have just 
spoken, there has been a perceptible in- 
crease in interest in the organization, a 
noticeable rise in loyalty to its ideals, 
and a unity of spirit and cooperative 
effort that is quite unusual. 


The state organization has sponsored 
two money-making projects, both of 
which have been reasonably successful. 
We have never undertaken a “White Ele- 
phant” sale, because our particular sit- 
uation does not seem to lend itself to 
that type of endeavor. 


We had seven delegates present at 
the Convention this year, which is a 
concrete evidence of the very perceptible 
increase in interest and the strengthen- 
ing of purpose that have characterized 
all of our activities this year. 


We have continued to have monthly 
dinner meetings, followed by business 
and educational meetings, and so close 
has been the cooperative feeling of the 
members that even after the organiza- 
tion of the two chapters, it was voted 
to continue the joint dinner meetings 
so that we might have the opportunity 
of that fellowship. 


The members of Nu state are looking 
forward enthusiastically to the National 
Convention, the date for which has been 
selected as the two days preceding 
Easter Sunday. With the proper assist- 
ance of a kind Providence in the matter 
of weather, we hope to offer all of you 
an extremely enjoyable visit to your 
National Capital, and hospitality that 
will measure up to the gracious cordial- 
ity in Asheville.

oe the passing of Mrs. Elizabeth McIver 
Weatherspoon on May 25, 1939, Alpha 
Chapter of Greensboro, North Carolina, 
suffered the loss of a greatly beloved and 
highly esteemed charter member.

Lida Brown McMurry 


IDA BROWN McMURRY, a direct de- 

4 scendant of Miles Standish and of 
John and Priscilla Alden, was born at 
Kiantone, Chautauqua County, New 
York, on February 6, 1853. She was grad- 
uated from Illinois State Normal Univer- 
sity in 1874 and married to William P. 
McMurry of Normal, Illinois, in 1878. Of 
this union two sons were born and today 
Mrs. McMurry ranks among those wom- 
en who have successfully combined moth- 
erhood with a professional career. 

To her many friends in Polo, Illinois, 
where she now makes her home, and else- 
where, Mrs. McMurry is best known as 
a teacher. Her professional career in 
the field of education began as a pri- 
mary teacher in the public schools of 
Normal. Illinois, in 1884. In 1891 she 
assumed the work of primary training 
teacher at the State Normal University. 
In 1900 she accepted a similar position 
at the De Kalb State Teachers’ College. 
This post Mrs. McMurry held with dis- 
tinction until 1917. 

Primary teaching and the improve- 
ment of its methods were her chief con- 
cern for a period of thirty-three years. 
She introduced the teaching of nature 
study in the primary grades and gave 
expression to her creative ability, which 
resulted in a number of children’s stories 
and poems, compilation of poems, and 
textbooks. Mrs. McMurry’s writing 
greatly enhanced her service as an edu- 
eator and led to her recognition as an 
author of note. 

Her works included the following: 
“Classic Stories for the Little Ones”; 
“Robinson Crusoe for Boys and Girls”; 
“Songs of Mother and Child”; “Our Lan- 
guage Books”; “Fifty Famous Fables”; 
“Tell Me a Story”; “Smith-McMurry 
Language Series”; compiler of “Treetop 
and Meadow and Sunshine” collection of 
poems. 

Throughout her entire career Mrs. Mc- 
Murry’s influence has been far-reach- 
ing, due to the varied character of her 
interests and activities. She has been 
a devout member of the Presbyterian 
Church. In his book, “Women of IIli- 


nois,” Henry McCormick has stressed her 
influence as founder of the “Students’ 
Young Women’s Christian Association,” 
at Normal, Illinois. This organization is 
now known as the Y.W.C.A. for schools, 
colleges, and universities. Her efforts, 
directed towards moral and social im- 
provements, have enriched the lives of 
all with whom she has come in contact. 

The fact that Mrs. McMurry’s work in 
the field of education is outstanding, is 
evidenced by the numerous honors con- 
ferred upon her during her period of 
service. The McMurry Training School 
on the campus of the State Teachers’ 
College at De Kalb is a fitting tribute to 
her untiring efforts in behalf of educa- 
tion. In 1922, Mu Chapter, Kappa Delta 
Pi, Illinois State Normal University, 
conferred honorary membership upon 
her. In a like manner, in 1938, Mrs. Mc- 
Murry was elected a State Honorary 
Member of Alpha Chapter, Delta Kappa 
Gamma, at the De Kalb State Teachers’ 
College. 

In 1917, when Mrs. McMurry retired 
from active service, President Cook paid 
tribute to her in the college annual: 
“Her life is as easily read as an open 
book—simple, unaffected, absolutely sin- 
cere, with no thought of self. Her devo- 
tion to her ideals is more beautiful than 
I have words to tell. Her insight, her 
remarkable technical skill, her example, 
her ever indulgent kindness, her untir- 
ing industry and boundless patience, her 
lofty conceptions of womanhood—all of 
these qualities, fused into a unity of life 
by her ardent love for her calling, has 
made the State that she has so faith- 
fully served, her debtor far beyond the 
possibility of adequate reward.” 

“Who’s Who,” the National book of 
achievement recognition, contains the 
name of Mrs. Lida B. McMurry, listing 
her contributions to the educational 
world as a teacher, a speaker, and as 
an author. 

To the people of Polo, Mrs. McMurry 
is an honored fellow citizen and a be- 
loved friend. Her nobility of character 
has enshrined her in the hearts of all. 
It is with deepest satisfaction and pride 
that her friends glory in the achieve- 
ments of so rich a life. Her long years 
of selflessness and devotion have brought 
her great wisdom and serenity and those 
who sit at her feet may freely imbibe. 
Hers is a way of life worth emulating— 
truly the way to the more abundant life.

The President’s Pin 


photograph of the new President’s 
pin, adopted by the National Board 
was published in the June Number, 
1937. But as all were not supplied 
with that issue, it is repeated below. 


No one may wear a President’s pin 
who has not served at least one year 
as president of a chapter, or a state 
organization, or the National organi- 
zation of Delta Kappa Gamma. With 
the order for the pin must go a per- 
mit card, made out in the name of the 
person who is to wear the pin. Permit 
cards may be obtained from the Execu- 
tive Secretary, Miss Annie Webb Blan- 
ton, 1909 Cliff Street, Austin, Texas. 
These cards are not sent out in blank. 
A check is made to see if the person is 
entitled to wear the pin, and her name 
is placed on this card. Chapters order- 
ing the pin as a gift for their president 
should not fail to give her name and 
her chapter and state in asking for 
the permit card. The president’s pin 
may not be worn as a substitute for the 
official Delta Kappa Gamma key. Prices 
of the pin are printed on the permit 
card. The price is $9.00 for the solid 
gold pin, and $5.00 for the gold-filled 
pin.
